ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE 


YEAR  1958 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr. Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1958. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  vital 
statistics  are  being  presented  in  a slightly  modified  form. 

Although  the  estimated  resident  population  of  8,880 
again  shows  a slight  decrease  over  the  1957  figure,  it  is 
still  higher  than  it  was  in  1948  when  the  population  was 
estimated  to  be  %728. 

The  health  during  1958  of  your  district  has  been  good. 

No  serious  epidemic  occurred  and  although  there  was  an  outbreak 
of  measles,  the  disease  was  relatively  mild. 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred.  Three  deaths  in  infants 
occurred  but  it  appears  from  our  present  medical  knowledge  that 
these  could  not  have  been  prevented. 

Two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year 
but  no  deaths  occurred,  while  in  1948  there  were  three  deaths 
from  this  disease. 

The  general  housing  problem  is  easier.  Certain  areas 
where  there  are  waiting  lists, such  as  Newport  and  St.Dogmael1 s , 
are  receiving  attention. 

The  problem  of  the  increased  cost  of  building  council 
houses  and  the  consequent  increase  in  rents  is  a difficult  one 
and  the  solution  is  not  easy,  but  the  rents  in  the  district  do 
compare  very  favourably  with  other  areas. 

The  water  aid  sewerage  problems  in  the  area  are  being 
solved  and  when  they  arise  they  are  being  dealt  with  as  speedily 
as  possible. 

The  section  prepared  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  shows 
how  large  a part  these  officers  play  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  the  staff  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co- 
operation during  the  year.

The  general  death  rate  shows  a slight  increase.  Approx- 
imately 62. 97°  (78)  of  the  total  deaths  were  of  persons  aged 
over  70  years,  and  of  these,  31 .43?°  (39)  occurred  ^in  persons 
aged  over  80  years.  No  deaths  occurred  this  year  from  tuber- 
culosis but  of  the  20  deaths  from  cancer,  3 were  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lung.  The  greatest  number  of  deaths  from  any  one  cause 
resulted  from  heart  disease,  which  accounted  for  45  deaths.  The 
two  deaths  due  to  accidents  were  caused  by  suffocation  from 
smoke  in  a caravan  fire  and  the  victims  were  two  little  boys 
aged  two  years  and  fourteen  months.

TUBERCULOSIS 

Two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  The  case  of  meningeal  tuberculosis  was  admitted  to 
hospital  but  took  his  own  discharge  after  three  and  a half 
months . 

PREVENTION  0_F  TUBERCULOSIS 

B.C.G-.  Vaccination  B.C.G-.  Vaccination  of  contacts  and 

school  leavers  continues  to  be 

carried  out  in  the  district.  During  1958,  43  school  children 
were  skin-tested  and  of  these,  41  required  vaccination.

Vaccination  Records  were  received  during  the  year 

of  93  primary  and  18  secondary  vaccinations. 

Ltmauni s at i on  Records  were  received  of  143  diphtheria 

immunisations  and  64  reinforcing  injections, 
and  137  children  were  immunised  against 
whooping  cough. 

Both  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  are  carried  out  by  the  local  prac- 
titioners, who  are  paid  by  the  County  Council  on  receipt  by  your 
Medical  Officer  of  the  record  cards. 
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VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIO -MYELITIS 

This  work  has  continued  at  the  clinics  and  in  the 
schools  and  has  meant  much  additional  work  for  the  County 
Health  Department.  The  age  range  has  now  been  extended  to 
those  born  during  and  since  1933?  but  the  number  of  request 
for  vaccination  from  this  older  age  group  is  lower  than  one 
would  wish,  but  the  response  from  the  parents  of  children 
born  between  1 938  and  1943  is  very  satisfactory.
